We,  tbe  iimleisigued,  liaviii^  bfeii  appointed  a  Committee  piiisuaiit  to  Uoveiiimeiit 
Nutite  }\o.  lUIW,  dated  15tii  Atif^n.^l,  1917,  in  terms  of  locoiiimendation  of  tin-  Select 
Coiinuittee  oo  Native  Affairs  to  inquire  and  report:    - 

(m)  As  to  the  suitability  or  otberwist-  nf  (lie  areas  inchnled  in  tbe  Scbedub'  nt  (bo 
Native  Attairs  Administration   Hill  ; 

(b)   as  to  tbe  ade([naey  or  otiierwise  of  ibose   areas; 

{<:)  as  to  tlie  desirability  of  >etliug  aj)arl  otker  deniareateil  area>  tor  in(lu>i(in  m  tin- 
Scbedtile  in  eases  wliere  the  seliedtiled  areas  a])pear  to  be  iiusuitable  or  in- 
adequate ; 

((/)  as  to  tbe  exclusion  from  tbe  Scbedule  of  such  areas  as  are  not  recjuired  for  tbe 
purpose  of  Native  areas; 

{e)  as  to  tbe  demarcation  of  areas  to  wbicli.   by   leason   of  existinjj  conditions  of  oc- 
cuj-ation  by   Natives  as   well   as    non-Natives,    it    is   not    practicable   to    a])ply    at 
])resent,   or  for  some  years  to  come,  jn-obibitive  measures  affecting  tbe  |)urchase. 
bire,  or  other  acquisition  of  land  : 
have  tbe  honour  to  report  as  follows:  — 

1.  Your  t'ommittee  assembled  al  (^ueenstowu  early  in  September  last,  and  thence  pro- 
cee<led  to  inspect  a  number  of  tbe  clnVf  Native  Centres  as  well  in  the  i5order  Districts  as  in 
the  Native  Territories  of  the  Capc'  Province.  Tliev  \\ere  hampered  not  alone  by  the  limited 
period  assigned  foi-  their  work,  but  by  traiisport  dilliculties  riwing  lo  heavy  and  (■ontil^lon^ 
rains.  Clwing  to  the  latter  they  were  ])revented  from  visiliiig  many  localities,  tbe  inspection 
of  which  would  have  been  liigbly  desiiable.  .Mr.  I'i.  Gilbert  Hall  joined  tlie  Committee 
after  it  had  inspected  the  East  Gri(iu;;laiid.  (iueenstown,  Wo<lehouse,  and  Calhcart  areas. 

2.  In  the  course  of  tlieir  tour  your  Con.mittee  interviewed  a  large  number  of  Govern- 
ment officials  eitber  tben  or  recently  engaged  in  the  work  of  Native  Administration,  Kuro- 
])ean  farmers,  <lcputations  from  .Municipalities,  Cbainbers  cf  Commerce,  and  other  Associa- 
tions, as  well  as  Native  Chiefs,  lleadni'Mi,  delegates  apjxiinted  by  Native  meetings;  also 
Native  hnnhrwiiers  and  peasants.  Your  CommittiM-,  moieovei,  carefully  considered  the 
illue  Honks  issued  from  time  (o  lime,  slalistics  bearing  on  tbe  Native  question,  and  maps 
relating  to  areas  in  .Native  occui>ation.  No  formal  or  verbatim  minutes  of  evidence  were 
recorded,  tlie  members  imii viilually  taking  notes  on  such  ])oints  as  .struck  them  as  being  (  f 
s|)ecial  interest  or  imiioitance.  As  a  matter  of  fact  tbe  greater  part  «if  the  evidence  ad- 
duced was  repetition  of  statements  alrcadv  beard,  and  recorded  in  Ulue  Hooks  (r  other 
dociinieits.  Thus  tlie  most  important  function  ot  your  (  onimittee  was  tlie  visitati(ui  and 
per.sonal  inspectimi  of  tbe  various  areas  affected  by  the  terms  <vf  reference. 

3.  The  fails  and  findings  reached  in  the  Reiiorl  of  the  Native  Lands  Commission 
(U.G.  19 — '!()),  known  as  tbe  Iteauniont  Commission,  stand  on  record,  so  we  do  not  propose 
lo  repeal  tbeni  'or,  as  a  rule.  Ie  re-traverse  (be  ground  covered  bv  smb  Uepml.  unless  in 
eases  wberein  we  feel  it  (uir  duly  (o  differ  fnun  such  condusiens.  That  «e  have  si.  differed 
in  certain  instances  will  be  apitarent  fiom  a  perusal  of  tbe  annexed  f^cbednle  "  .\."  wbicb 
alters  in  ceifain  details  tbe  reeommeiidalions  of  .Scliednle  I  nf  the  l{ei)ort  quoted,  de;iling 
will)  the  Cape  Province. 

f.   Your  Conmiittee  nn;.iiniiinisly  arrived  at  ibe  folb  wing  .  .  indiisions  : 

(■(/)  Thai    mere    land'tliau    thai    reeiHumended    by    tbe    Heaumont     Commission     was 

necessarv   for   .Native  re(|uiiemenls.   and 
ih)  Thai  if  Avould  l)e  a   great   liardsbip  to  ibe   Knropeaii  owner  of   any   land   within   a 

tract    scheduled    as  a    Native   aiea,    were    bis    rights    to   sell    in    the   o)ien    market 

bampered   bv   the   circumstance   that   such  land   could    only   be   sold    lo   a   Native. 

This    bardsliip   would    not    be   so   pre.il    were    it    tbe    inlenli(ui    of    (ioveinmert    fo 

imniediatelv  expropri,ite  schciluled  land  a(   its  fair  value. 

[U.G.  8—18.1 


5.  The  folldwiiig  allcijilions  iii  the  |iiovisi()iis  of  the  liill  ;iiv  llierefore  suggested,  that 
is  to  8U y : — 

(a)  Any  non-Xative  dwned  laud  f.illiiig  «itliiu  auy  Native  area  may,  uutil  expro- 
priated l>v  the  Governiuent  or  ac(iuire<l  hv  a  Native,  he  sold,  leased  or  otherwise 
disposed  of  to  a  uor.-Xative  without  restrietiou.  ]irovided  that  whenever  sui-h 
land  shall  be  expropriated  by  the  (lovernnieut  or  acciuired  l)y  a  Native,  tln^  same 
shall  not  thereafter  he  >old  oi'  otherwise  disposed  ot  (o  anv  person  other  than  a 
Native. 

(/»)  That  any  Native-owned  land  falling  within  a  non-Native  area  may,  luitil  ex- 
propriated by  Governnient  or  acqnire<l  by  a  non-Xative,  be  sold,  leased,  or  other- 
Avise  disposed  of  io  a  Native  without  restrietiou  ;  provided  that  whenever  sui-h 
laud  shall  be  either  expro])riated  by  the  Government  or  acf|uire(l  by  a  non- 
Native,  the  same  shall  not  thereafter  be  s(dd,  leased,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  to 
any  person  other  than   a   non-Native. 

The  effect  of  such  provisions  will,  we  are  satisfied,  eliminate  unicli  ot  the  opposition 
to  the  Bill  on  the  part  of  both  Emopeans  and  Natives. 

(i.  There  are  a  nnniber  of  Native-owned  farms  sitiiated  within  the  non-Xative  or  Kuro- 
])ean  areas.  These  farms  are  gradnallv  falHug  into  I'luropeau  hands  as  the  Xafive  is  not,  as 
a  rule,  ca])able  of  beneficially  or  ])i(ililalily  working  a  large  farm.  These  Nafive-owne<l 
farms  have  not  been  extensively  improved  bv  buildings,  irrigation  works,  etc.,  and  are,  and 
will  ((mtiiiue  to  be.  in  great  demand  by  ]Miro])eans,  who  will  always  be  prepared  to  pay  tlie 
full  value  foa'  the  ground  wlieu  it  fomes  into  the  market,  and.  therefore,  the  vahie  of  these 
farms  is  in  nowise  affected  ])rejudically  by  the  provisions  of  the   Hill. 

7.  On  the  other  hand,  the  effect  of  Sections  t*l  and  2'2  of  the  JJill  on  liuropean-owned 
land  situate  within  the  Native  areas  is  most  serious.  These  farms  have  been  acquired  in 
many  cases  at  great  cost.  <  In  the  majority  of  such  farms  extensive  and  valuable  improve- 
ments liave  been  made  involving  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  money.  There  was  no 
thought  or  fear  at  the  time  these  farms  wei'e  acquired  or  improved  that  tlie  owners  would 
at  any   futuie  time  be  prevented  from  selling  them  at  the  full  market  value  to  Europeans. 

)S.  T'he  inclusifiu  of  such  farms  within  any  Native  ai'ea  un<ler  the  provisions  of  tlie  Hill 
undoubtedly  interfeie  with  vested  rights,  inasmuch  a^  the  value  of  the  farms  is  im- 
me<liately  and  dire(tlv  leduced,  because  Europeans  are  ])ractically  prohibited  from  ac- 
quiring theui  and  individiial  Native  purcliaseis  are  few  and  far  between,  and  would  in  any 
ca.se  not  place  the  same  vahu'  upon  the  d\\clliiig  houses  and  other  imjirovements  on  the  farm 
that  a  European  would  do.  Mcreovei-.  there  would  always  be  the  possibility  of  a  group 
of  natives  combining  to  prevent  open  and  fair  competition  at  any  sale  of  such  farms. 

9.  It  is  for  these  reasons  more  than  any  other  that  the  iMiropeans  owning  land  in  the 
Native  areas  are  so  strongly  (ipposed  to  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  and  we  have  l>een  obliged 
to  recognise  that  their  opposition  is  justiliable  under  the  circumstances. 

10.  T'nder  this  amendment  all  the  European-owned  farms  in  the  Native  areas  will  be- 
come available  in  the  future  for  settlement  of  Natives  as  the  necessity  for  additional  allot- 
ments may  arise  from  time  to  time,  and  may  be  either  exprcqwiated  by  the  Goveriior- 
(jreneral  for  that  purpose  or  acquired  b\  Natives  themselves  either  individually  (U-  col- 
lectively sul)ject  to  Section  22  ot  the  Bill.  Whenever  the  said  land  is  so  acquired  it  shall 
l)iecome'X"ative  area,  and  may  not  thereafter  be  .sold  in-  otherwise  disixwed  of  to  anyone  but, 
a  Native.  But  -until  .such  ground  is  acquired  either  by  expnqiriation.  or  is  ptirchased  by  a 
Native,  the  owner  shall  in  no  wise  be  re.stricted  fr(un  selling,  leasing  or  otherwise  disposing 
of  such  land  to  any  person.  The  same  recommendation  applies  conversely  to  the  Xative- 
owned  farms  sittiate  within  the  non-Native  ai'eas. 

11.  The  Cape  Pr'ovince  may  be  roughly  classified  into  three  areas:  — 

(1)  That  Ivinp:  west  of  the  Great  Eish  Biver  and  including  the  districts  ot  Bathurst, 

Albanv,  Adelaide,  Tarka,  Molteno.  Albert.  Aliwal  North,  and  Barkly  East, 
l)ut  excluding  Herschcl.  V«v  ]iresent  ]iurposes  this  iiiay  be  termed  Area  "A" 
(non-Native ). 

(2)  The    districts    of    King    "Willianrs    Town.    Peddic,    East    Londim,    Komgha    and 

Stutterheim,  lying  between  the  Great  Eish  and  Great  Kei  Eiveis.  This  is  an 
area  in  which  Natives  and  Europeans  are  so  interlocked  that  their-  separation  is 
economicallv  impracticable.  Tt  may  be  termed  Area  '"  B ''  (mixed). 
(.'V)  That  known  as  the  Native  Territories,  lying  north-east  of  the  Kei  Eiver.  and 
including  Herschel  and  Glen  Grey.  This,  with  the  exception  of  the  district  of 
Mount  (^'lurie  and  portions  of  tlie  districts  of  Matatiele  and  TTmzimkttlu.  is 
mainly  occupied  by  Natives.     It  nmy  be  termed  Area  "  C  "  (Native). 

12.  In  Area  "  B  "  conditions  are  somewhat  special.  Segregation  as  contemplated  by 
the  Bill  in  the  greater  part  of  the  area  is  quite  out  of  the  (|uestion.  A  policy  of  .selective 
grouping  of  the  races  is  all  that  can  be  looked  for:  they  are  economicallv  dejjendent  upon 
each  other.  Within  this  area  exclusive  of  the  district  of  King  William's  Town  an  aggne- 
gate  of  fiO.OOO  morgen    of   land    is   owned   by   Natives.        Your    Committee   would    like    to 

•emphasise  the  indubitable  fact  that  they  have  nowhere  found  evidence  of  moral  dis- 
advantages arising  from  this  intermingling  of  the  races.  In  the  towns  there  is  a  certain 
amottnt  of  miscegenation,  but  in  the  rural  parts  this  evil  is  negligible. 
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l.J.  Till-  abseuee  ot  seiious  iiiiiu'  in  ilio  areas  vi.siti'il  by  your  C'oiinnittee  is  also 
remarkable.  In  most  areas  complaints  as  to  stock-stealing,  sup])ose(l  to  be  the  besetting  sin 
of  the  Native,  are  gi'eatly  exaggerated.  That  Native  tenants  on  Eiiropean  farms  are  a 
protection   against  tliieves  is  a  fact  borne  out  by  general  experience. 

14.  It  is  a  commonplace  to  -^ay  that  the  future  relations  of  European  and  Native  form 
the  great  South  African  problem,  and  that  llie  fortunes  of  the  two  races  are  inextricably 
bound  tCigether. 

15.  Since  the  wai-s  and  lebellioiis  wliicli  came  to  an  end  in  1882,  the  Natives  of  the 
Cape  Pnrtince  lia\e  (h'linitely  ■"buried  tlie  liatchet,"  and  made  considerable  ])rogress 
towards  civilisation,  'i'hey  are  on  the  whole  a  most  law-abiding  people.  The  laboiU'  of 
the  Native  is  indispensable  in  every  South  African  industry.  It  is  ])robably  not  too  much 
to  say  that  lalxjur  conditions  in  South  Africa  are  more  favourable  for  the  European 
emplcyer  than  in  any  i)art  of  the  civilised  world.  That  such  lalxjur  conditions  are  not 
even  more  favourable  is  largely  due  to  the  drink  evil. 

16.  Recent  conditions  have  tended  towards  tlie  development  of  two  s])ecial  classes 
among  the  Native  peo])le  : 

(a)  The  Native  land(.wiier  or  tenant  who  has  detinitely  accepted  civilised  ways,  and 
wlu)  con.scientiously  endeavours  to  derive  l)eiietit  fi-om  the  example  of  Europeans 
of  the  better  (dassss  with  whom  he  may  be  l)rou},'-ht  into  contact.  This  class 
of  Native,  according  to  all  the  evidence  on  tiie  subject  taken  by  the  Committee, 
makes  a  good  nciglibour.  is  frugal  and  honest,  and  tends  to  prevent  the  com- 
mission of  crime  on  the  part  of  other  Natives,  over  wh<mi  he  exercises  influence 
or  control.  Tiiere  is  not  the  slightest  evidence  of  aiiy  moral  (lisadvanlages 
arising  from  ccmtact  between  Natives  of  this  class  and  Europeans.  Such 
Natives  maintain  tlieii-  family  life  quite  a,s  regularly  as  the  I'hiropean  does. 
(h)  The  Native  who  lias  losi  (ducli  with  his  family  and  his  tribe,  who  is  no  longer 
intlxienced  by  the  tribal  code  of  morals,  and  who  drifts  about  from  ])lace  to 
place  as  the  whim  takes  him.  Sucii  Natives  are  to  be  found  in  thousands  at 
the  mining  centres  and  in  the  locations  attached  to  the  cities  and  larger  towns, 
'iliey  form  casual  (onnections  with  women  of  their  own  class,  and  beget 
(diildren  wlm  are  reare(l  in  environments  of  squalor  and  vice.  They  have, 
however,  ne  real  tainiU'  life.  More  and  more  Natives  are  being  crowded  out 
nf  the  liibal  liM.iliiui-  and  <lemarcaled  areas,  and  subjected  to  the  demnralising 
atmos]ihere  ot  the  compotmd  and  the  town  bication,  and  among  these  a  definite 
criminal  class  is  being  created.  II  is  a  niarve]  that  they  are  not  even  more 
prone  to  crime.  Europeans  nn<lei  lil<e  ciniditions  \\iniid  make  civilisation  im- 
possil>lc  in  their  vicinity. 
IT.    It   is  evident   that  Class  (a)   should   be  fostered   ami   encouraged.      Tiiis  can    lx>st  l>e 

ctfected   bv  kec])ing  as   manv   Natives  as   possible   in   contact    with    the   laiul.    by    increasing 

tiirough   every   possible  means  the  number  of  lamlowiiers. 

18.  It  is  efjually  evident  that  the  streams  Irom  which  Cla.ss  {h)  are  recruile<l  should  be 
diverted.  Otherwise  not  alone  will  the  demoralisation  deepen,  but  it  will  inevitably  affect 
the  Europeans  with  whom  the  demoralised  Natives  are  brought  nn>re  and  nu)re  into  contact. 

19.  The  vast  bulk  of  Area  "C  "  is  oc(U])ied  by  Natives  on  (ribal  tetiure.  The 
]>rinciple  of  individual  tenure  with  ctMiinnuiage  right  is  gradually  being  applied,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Commiltee  -nf]\  |)iinri|de  slnnild  lie  geiuMally  extemled  as  (juiidvly  as 
circum.stances   \>ill   ]>ermit. 

20.  In  tiic  iiiiinion  of  your  Committee,  segregation  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
Native,  and  as  a  preventive  to  his  hecdiiiing  a  landless  and  demoralised  waif  and  wanderer 
in  his  own  (•ountry — thai  is  to  Siiv.  the  muntry  he  lives  in.  Uegarding  only  the  surface 
of  the  ]>Tolnlem  it  might  be  spe<iously  argued  tliat  the  dcnnuid  of  the  Native  for  protection 
from  ac<iuisition  by  I'iuropeans  of  the  territories  he  Iribally  orcupies,  whilst  leaving  llie 
iMiropean's  land  unprotected,  is  an  unfaii'  one.  In  this  connection,  however,  the  immense 
disabililios  under  whicli  the  Natives  exist  must  not  be  lost  sight  of.  There  are  n»any  careei-s 
oiien  to  the  I'iuropeaii  :  to  tiie  .Native  th<'  only  possilile  pursuits  at  present  are  agriculture 
on  an  excecdinglv  limited  .scale,  and  unskilled  labour.  ll  cannot,  moreover,  be  too 
strongly  emphasised  that  the  interests  of  the  Kuiopean  imperatively  demand  tl.at  the 
.Native  should  be  kepi  as  much  as  possible  in  contact  with  the  land.  Thus  only  can  his 
tamily  lite  be  maintained  under  healthy  <(indilions.  I'hc  life  led  liy  Natives  in  (he  (own 
location.s  is  mos!  demoralising  both  physiially  and  mentally,  and  the  more  the  Nitivts  are 
forced  fioiu  the  land  (he  more  they  will  congregate  in  the  town  l<K-ations.  It  is  thus 
that  a  criminal  (lass  will  inevitablv  be  evolved  unless  sonic  unthinkable  im])rovement  in 
(he  (own  locations  be  liroiight    abonl. 

'21.  There  is  a  w  idi'spread  and  a  growing  desire  on  (lie  part  of  (he  Native  for  owner- 
shi|,  oi  land.  This  is  nalural,  and  slnuiid  no(  be  discouraged.  1(  is.  Iimvever,  but  very  few 
Native-  who  ran  hope  l<i  roinpele  with  the  Eunniean  in  this  relation.  The  Native  is 
abb'  In   hobl   a   small    farm,  bul    is   usu.illy   incapable  of  retaining  a   large  one. 

•,"J.   ](    is  of   veiy   little   use  ilwtdliug  (m   s(a(is(ics  as   (o  densi(y  of  ]iopulation.    for  (he 
rea.son   (hat   land   varies    immensely    in     pidduc(ivity ,    and    the    Snu(h     African    clima(e     is 
probably   (he  most    irregular   iti    the   wcu'ld, 
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2'T.  Takinp  llie  lHio?!  :is  :i  \v)io1p.  i(  api)Pfirs  that  tlipr.e  is  available  foi'  occupatidii  liv 
Natives  in  tlu-  cxistiu};-  Native  areas  an  aveiajre  (il  well  over  five  niorgen  per  unit  of  the 
Native  population.  Takinj;  tlie  Native  ie(|uii(Muents  into  consiileration  tliis  (iiiantity  might 
be  regarded  as  lilieial  were  it  not  tor  tlie  tact  tliat  in  many  of  the  Native  areas  there  are 
cousiderable  tracts  which  are  sparsely  populated  owing  to  the  uiisuitability  of  the  gi'ound 
for  cultivation.  lu  respect  of  a  consideralile  portion  of  the  (Junibu  and  Mount  Fletcher 
districts,  foi-  instance,  we  had  evidence  that  the  destruction  ellected  by  hail  and  frost  is 
so  .serious  that  of  the  crops  sown  only  about  one  in  five  is  reaped.  This  Committee  found 
that  wlicii'vei-  tlie  land  was  suitable  it  was  driisely  populated,  and  in  many  eases  over- 
crciwiled.  (.(/..  in  Victoria  ]']ast  the  proportion  is  1-7  niorgen  jier  unit,  which  com]iaies 
unfavourably  even  with  such  densely  populated  districts  as  Klliotdale  (2'4  morgen  ])er 
unit)  or  Kentani  (-'i-^  morgen  per  unit). 

~4.  Overcrowding  and  overstocking  is  more  prevalent  in  the  areas  in  which  the  com- 
munal system  jiertains  than  in  the  areas  where  individual  tenure  has  been  introduced. 
.\part  from  the  natural  increase,  there  is  a  tendency  nn  the  jiart  of  the  Cliief  or  Head- 
man to  iiermit  sliangeis  to  settle  in  the  locations  for  a  consideration,  notwithstanding  the 
check  wliicli  the  Magistrate  or  tlie  Police  are  sup))o.sed  to  have,  and  there  is  olnioiisly 
gireater  sco]X'  and  opjmitunity  for  the  exercise  of  this  jxi-wer  on  the  paii  of  the  Chief  or 
Headman  in  a  communal  location  than  in  one  where  individual  tenure  has  been  intro- 
duced :  but  e\en  in  some  of  the  older  of  the  latter  locations  Natives  have  been  allowed  to 
settle  upon  and  |)biugli  the  cimimonage.  This  is  especially  the  case  in  the  Cis-Keian  dis- 
tricts of  King  William's  Town.  Stiitteiheim,  and  Victoria  East,  where  the  admiuistiation 
of  individual  tenure  is  in  need  of  overhauling  and  perluqis  re-casting,  as  great  confusion  is 
ol)servai>le  <ui  all  sides.  Frequently  the  jnesent  o<-cupier  of  an  allotment  is  not  the 
registered  owner;  beacons  and  boundaries  are  not  strictly  observed;  individualsi  occupy 
two  or  more  allotments  to  the  detriment  of  other  Natives,  and  there  are  fref|uent  en- 
croacliments  of  arable  allotments  on  the  commonage.  One  of  the  reasons,  and  probably  the 
piincipal  reason,  fur  the  state  of  confusion  in  these  districts  is  the  expense  involved  in 
obtaining  transfer,  which  is  altogether  out  of  pro])ortion  to  the  size  and  value  of  the  ground 
and  beyond  the  means  of  the  ordinary  Native. 

25.  ( )n  the  other  hand  it  is  giatifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  in  those  disljicts  of  the 
Transkei  in  which  the  individual  tenure  system  has  been  introduced— rtz.,  Butterworth, 
N(iamakwe.  Tsomo,  Idiitywa,  Xalanga.  and  T'mtata — the  whole  administration  is  in  ])ro])er 
running  order,  and  the  effect  ot  the  system  may  be  studied  to  the  best  advantage.  Natives 
are  not  "allowed  to  hold  more  than  one  allotment  each  ;  there  is  little  or  no  encroachment 
on  the  commonage  ;  (juitient  is  ]ii'0])ei'ly  recorded  and  collected  :  transfer  of  title  is  obtained 
on  payment  ot  a  2s.  fid.  stamp  fee;  and  difficulties  as  to  re-allotment  of  derelict  land  are 
met  by  a  simple  procediu-e  in  the  Chief  Magistrate's  Court.  If  this  simple  and  economical 
.system  could  be  applied  to  the  Native  areas  throughout  the  Ca])e  Province,  it  would  be  of 
the  greatest  advantage. 

20.  Ymir  Committee  is  satisfied  that  one  of  the  factors  best  calculated  to  serve  the  in- 
terests of  the  Natives  and  to  place  Native  landholders  an  a  sound  basis  and  conduce  to  the 
proper  and  economic  use  of  the. land  occujiied  by  them  is  to  expedite  the  application  of  the 
.system  of  individual  teniu-e. 

27.  It  has  been  suggested  that  there  are  difficulties  in  so'  doing,  but  experience  in  the 
Transkei  has  shown  that  all  that  is  required  is  the  force  of  example.  When  once  the 
system  has  been  applied  to  one  district,  the  Natives  in  adjoining  districts  are  able  to  see 
the  many  benefits  and  advantages,  and  desire  the  system  ap])lied  to  their  district  also. 

28.  The  advantages  of  the  individual  title  system  over  the  communal  system  are 
certainty  and  stability  of  riglits  to  the  la.nd  ;  defined  commonage  and  the  i)rotection  thereof; 
the  inducement  to  better  and  more  intensive  cullivation.  and  the  elimination  of  waste  in 
the  uses  to  which  the  giimnd   is  ]nit 

29.  Thus  liut:i  and  ki'aals  are  located  on  ground  which  is  unsuitable  for  cultivation  in 
order  to  admit  of  a  larger  number  of  individuals  being  congregated  in  a  given  area,  and 
conseciuenfly  more  land  made  available  for  cultivation  ;  a  better  regard  for  sanitation, 
burial  sites,  etc.,  becomes  [jossible  ;  and  lastlj',  the  revenue  derived  by  the  Government 
from  the  land  by  quitrent  is  about  doubled  by  the  apyilicatiou  of  this  system,  enabling 
better   and  more  methodical    administration. 

30.  Your  Committee  found  no  vacant  Crown  Land  (with  one  or  two  minor  exceptions) 
which  was  available  for  Native  occu])ation,  and  your  Committee  wishes  it  to  be  clearly 
understood  that  thev  are  not  pi'eyiared  to  recommend  the  acquisition  of  any  further  areas 
for  the  purjKiSPs  of  Native  occu|iati('n,  excejit  subject  to  the  condition  that  any  such  land 
and  the  locations  to'  which  such  land  may  become  attached  shall  be  surveyed  into  indi- 
vidual allotments,  and  title  issued  in  terms  of  Proclamation  CTranskei)  No.  227  of  1S9S  or 
some  similar  law. 

31.  But  even  in  the  Olen  Grey  district  and  in  some  of  tli  se  <listricts  of  the  'I'ranskei 
where  the  system  of  individual  title  has  been  intioduccd.  the  congestion  is  acute.  In  the 
Lady  Frere  ward  of  Glen  Grey  there  are  1,3I)0  men  who  are  jiaying  Hut  Tax.  but  who  are 
unable  to  obtain  allotments.  These  figures  ajiply  more  or  less  to  the  other  two  wards  of 
Glen  Grey.  In  the  six  surveyed  districts  ot  the  Tran.skei  there  are  4.802  Init  tax  payers 
waiting  for  allotments,  and  only  1.200  allotments  available  for  distribution.     These  figures 


may  Ix'  lakpii  as  a  fair  ha.sis  of  tin-  .mulif imi^i  |,revailiiifr  tlii(,ugli(nU  the  Traiiskcian 
Territories   proper. 

:)2.  The  coiKlitinns  in  Kast  Gri(niahiiid  are  uol  so  pressing,  ami  with  tlie  exception  of 
-Makoba's  Location  in  the  .Mount  Carrie  district,  and  in  some  of  the  locations  adjoining 
the  towiishi])  of  Malatieh',  there  is  little  oveicrowding  or  congestion.  On  the  other  hand. 
in  the  Kaifrarian  districts  -King  Williaurs  Ti.wn,  Victoria  Kast,  East  London,  etc.— tiie 
congestion  is  both  chronic  and  acute.  Tlie  report  of  tlie  Lovedale  Hospital  siiows  the 
prevalence  of  scurvy  and  other  diseases  attributable  to  nial-imtritiou,  the  result  of  over- 
crciwditig.   in   the   A'ictoria    Kast  area. 

■i'-i.  The  immediate  ec(,nomic  interests  of  Soutii  Atiica  are  at  least  as  much  industrial 
as  pastoral,  and  there  is  not  a  single  industry  which  is  not  mainly  dependent  ujion  Native 
labour.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Native  has  largely  l)eiome  dependen(  upon  wages  for  his 
living.  As  the  future  w(dl-being  of  the  Native  depends  upon  his  becoming  a  skilled  agri- 
culturist, it  is  one  of  the  ironies  of  the  situation  that  the  more  he  takes  to  industrial  pur- 
suits the  less  effective  he  becomes  as  a  peasant.  This,  of  course,  is  inevitable.  Naturally 
a  pa.storalist,  the  male  Native  took  to  agriculture.  Now  his  attention  is  being  more  anil 
more  drawn  otf  into  industrial  channels.  The  Native,  however,  has  a  growing  belief  that 
he  is  being  exploited  as  a  labourer  in  the  interests  of  the  European,  and  it  is  advisable 
in  the  highest  degree— as  much  in  the  interests  of  one  race  as  in  that  of  the  other — that 
this  impression  should  be  removed.  In  any  scheme  having  for  its  object  the  better  adju.'st- 
ment  of  relations  between  the  races,  the  giMid  of  the  Native  sho\dd  l>e  a  definite  object, 
otherwise  any  such   scheme  is  foredoomed   to  failure. 

34.  To  keep  the  Native  in  contact  with  tlie  land  and  to  provide  against  overcrowding, 
it  is  of  quite  as  much  importance,  if  not  more,  that  he  should  use  the  land  e<()nomically 
and  beneficially.  As  to  the  land  there  is  an  absolute  limit,  whilst  as  regards  improved 
methods  of  farming  there  is  practically  no  limit.  I'p  to  the.  present  the  Native,  with  few 
excejil  ions,  has  worked  his  land  in  the  most  primitive  manner,  and  improvement  in  his 
nietho<t  of  agricultuic  is  a  burning  necessity,  as  well  as  the  iin]irovement  cf  his  stock. 
The  limitation  of  stock  should  be  firmly  but  cautiously  and  gradually  imposed,  and  the 
Native  taught  to  value  (juality  rather  than  ([uaniity,  mere  especiallv  in  res])ect  of  his 
cattle.  Improvement  in  agriculture  should  he  effected  through  skilled  demonstration,  such 
as  ha.s  been  applied  of  late  years  to  the  European  farmer:  for  instance,  the  use  of  more 
modern  implements,  (le(|)er  jiloughing.  continuous  cultivation,  crop  rotation,  and  so  on. 
There  is  no  doubt  also  that  some  system  of  co-o])erati<in  amongst  the  Natives,  to  which 
their  general  existing  conditions  seem  s|)eciallv  tn  lend  themselves,  would  be  most 
advantageous.  <'.;/.,  with  regar<l  to  the  fencing  in  of  arable  lands,  purchase  of  farming 
imjilemeuts,  the  more  systematic  use  of  grazing  areas,  and  general  working  of  their  lands; 
equally  so  with  regard  to  the  bu\ing  of  breeding  stock  (bulls,  rams.  etc.).  Native 
General  Councils  should  be  emouraged  In  interest  themselves  in  these  matters,  and  the 
same  financial  aid  should  be  given  by  the  (iovernment  as  is  at  ])resent  given  towards  general 
education  in  the  Native  Territories 

35.  Your  Committee  docs  not  mojwse  that  any  land  should  lie  given  gratis  to  tli(» 
Natives;  all  should  be  granted  on  individual  tenure  under  (juitrent.  Your  Committci'  is 
convinced  that  in  exprojiriating  land  and  issuing  it  to  Natives  no  loss  to  the  public  will 
accrue,  for  the  demand  of  Natives  for  laud  is  insistent  and  general.  It  is  believed  that  if 
land  in  small  lots  were  oHeied  for  sale  to  Natives  in  the  ojien  market  su<-h  land  woidd 
fetch   more  than  sufficient   to  cover  the  cost  of  eximiprialion. 

36.  Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  (hat  in  many  instances  far  loo  nun  li  lilieralily  has 
been  shown  in  the  matter  of  the  granting  of  glebes  to  ^[ission  fustitutions.  Several  of 
the  Institutions  of  foreign  origin  appear  to  have  degeneiated  into  mere  trading  stations, 
and  the  missionaries  are  in  Iheiiaiiit  of  deriving  revenue  from  the  hiring  of  grazing  rights 
upon  the  glebe  lands.  In  al  least  one  instance  grazing  riglits  on  mission  lands  are  let  to 
l'',urol)ean  farmeis.  We  consider  that,  excejil  under  sjiecial  cir<nmstaiices,  sucii  as  where 
industrial  works  have  been  established  solely  in  the  interests  of  the  .\atives.  no  glebe  should 
be  of  greater  extent  than  five  morgen  the  area  assigned  to  a  trading  station  in  the  Native 
Territories. 

37.  The  forest  demarcation  in  certain  distiict.s  should  In-  revised.  In  the  Kenlani 
District,  for  instance  a  verv  crowded  aiea  large  tracts  which  are  not  forest  at  all  weie 
demarcated  vears  ago,  and  p(.rtioiis  of  smh  are  now  let  to  Natives  either  for  arable  or 
i)asturage  piiriioses.  These  tracts  should  be  excluded  and  pivcn  back  to  the  Natives  for 
"eneral  use.  Again,  large  strijis  have  been  fenced  in  quite  usidessly  al<Mig  (he  Cmtala 
Railway   line.      .\    comi)ari8on    l>etween    the    land    so    appr.q)rialed    in    the   Cis-Kei    and    the 

Transkei  would  probably  show  thai,  mile  for  mile,  more  than  twii s  much   land   ha-<  been 

ap])r(q)ria1ed  along  the  railway  line  in  the  latter  than  in  the  former. 

38.  It  is  unfoituimlelv  (|uite  clear  that  in  certain  instani'es  s|>ecitic  or  clearly  implied 
agreements  with  Native  tribes  have  not  been  strictly  kept  by  the  Eurojiean.  There  is  th<- 
I'ase  of  the  Amantinde  Tribe  located  near  to  King  William's  Town,  for  instance,  whose 
land  has  been  (iKfoached  u|iou  from  time  to  time.  Th.'ie  is  the  other  well-known  case  in 
which  a  formal  grant  made  by  a  Governor  was  held  to  lie  invalid  owing  (o  such  Governor's 
private  Seal   being  affixed   instead  of  the  Great  Seal   of  the  Colony.        In    this  relation   no 
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criticisiii  of  tlip  Cduil.  wliicli  no  doubt  (|uiti'  legally  dociccd  the  invalidation,  is  im|iUi'd ; 
iii'vcrtlicli'ss  the  >«;itivi'  (an  liurdly  !)i'  exijocti'd  to  nnderstHind  lack  of  knowlodge  oi  tin;  law 
on  the  part  of  the  Sovereign's  lepresentative.  'J'hen  there  is  the  case  of  iiie  Natives  located 
upon  the  Fort  Heaiifort  Coinnioiiage  ;  this  is  a  very  flagrant  one,  and  it  deserves  immediate 
nieasuies  of  relief.  \'arious  ( 'ommissious.  who  have  considered  the  suhjeil.  have  arrived  al 
the  same  conclusicm.  These  ])eople  are  the  des.'endants  of  Kingoes  and  loyal  (iaikas,  who 
were  jilaced  on  such  lanil  upwards  of  half  a  cenlury  ago.  ( tf  the  pi'esent  Native  popidation 
prohahly  7U  j)er  cent,  are  de.scend(>(l   from   them. 

^9.  The  Commonage  is  upwards  of  11,(KKI  morgcn  in  extent,  and  is  tlius  consiiVrahly 
in  excess  of  the  legitimate  needs  of  the  small  Kuropeau  population.  Title  to  this  C'omm<m- 
age  has  recently  heen  claimed  by  tiie  Munici]>ality  on  the  score  of  ])res<'rii)tion.  and  tlie 
claim  has  apparently  heeii  admitted  by  the  Minister  for  Lands.  .\ssuming  for  tiie 
moment  that  j)rescri])lion  against  the  Crown  can  be  maintained  in  the  absence  of  adverse 
<K'cuj)ation.  the  Natives  liave  a  bettej'  right  tlian  the  Municipality,  for  tlieir  ancestors  were 
in  occupation  of  the  land  betoj*-  any  Municipality  was  in  existence-  or.  in  fact,  before 
theie  was  any  European  settlement  at  Fort  Beaufort  al  all  and  have  been  in  continuous 
occui)ation  ever  since. 

40.  Tli(>  Natives  have  no  fixity  of  tenure,  and  are  taxed  to  an  exorbitant  degree.  For 
a  hut  and  an  allotment  of  dry  laud,  about  half  a  morgcn  in  extent,  a  Native  pays  £1  Kis. 
per  annum.  Over  and  above  this,  a  fee  of  4s.  jier  annum  is  charged  for  each  head  of 
large  stock,  and  a  similar  Fee  for  each  live  head  of  small  stock.  l''(n-  any  offence — such  as 
theft  or  brewing  of  Kaffir  beer  a  Native  is  liable  to  iijimediate  expulsion.  Moreover, 
when  a  Native,  although  bom  on  the  Commonage,  becomes  (dd  and  decre])it,  and  unable  to 
])ay  the  heavy  taxes,  he  is  liable  to  be  ejected  by  process  in  file  Magistrate's  Court. 

41.  For  these  heav_\  taxes  (without  Hxilv  of  ienure).  the  Native  receives  neither  water, 
light,   uor  sanitary  services. 

42.  The  half-nuugen  lot  occupied  on  sufferance  by  the  Native  is  ])ossibly  worth  £n.  A 
European  in  the  village  occuj)ying  property  valued  at  £100  ]»ays  Ss.  4d.  per  annum,  and 
may  run  three  head  of  large  stock  iree.  of  charge.  (H  the  total  M\inici])al  rates  collected, 
which  amount  to  about  i'l,T5fl  per  annrim,  the  Natives  contribute  nearly  £1,400.  Thus 
the  European  ii'l.abitants,  with  fixity  of  tenure,  ai'e  practically  parasitic  U])on  the  Natives 
who  reside  on  siitferancc  on  the  Commonage.  The  economic  prosperity  (d  the  village  is 
lai'gely  dejjendent   upon   thu  Native   trade,  yet  nothing  is  doiu'    in   the  Natives'  interest. 

4-!.  ()n  the  adjoining  Ckiwii  localion  of  lleabl  To-^Aii  the  Natives  pay  only  12s.  •"id.  per 
annum  for  a  two-morgen  aral)b  lot  and  a  building  site,  and  pay  no  extra  charge  for  the 
grazing  of  their  cattle. 

44.  This  Committee  is  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  Natives  ui)on  the  Fort  Beanfort 
('oinnionage  liave  a  substantial  grievance,  and  that  they  should  be.  al  the  earliest  ])ossiblc 
date,  j)rovided  with  suitable  land  -that  is  to  say,  land  should  be  ]>urch;ise<l  and  allocated 
to  them  on  individual  (juilreul  tenure-say,  two  to  four-morgen  lots  according  lo  the  cbiss 
of  land,  with  commonage  sufiicienl  to  sup|)oit  .-i  icasoiialile  amouiil  of  stock.  That  this 
can  be  done  without  any  (  htirgc  upon  the  ptiblir  rcNcnue,  the  ('onnnidee  is  firmly 
persuaded.  These  Natives  expressed  their  willingness  lo  go  to  any  siiilalilc  locality,  and 
ill  (■   ])iepared  to  pay  a  heavier  quitrent   thiin   that  cluirged  at   Heald    Town,    f<U'   instance. 

4").  When  at  I'ort  Beauf.ul  this  Committee  advised  the  Munici])ality  of  the  date  of  its 
sittings.  ;uid  suggested  th.-it  representatives  from  such  Municipality  should  attend  and 
give  evidence;   the  suggestion,  however,  was  productive  of  no  result. 

4(1.  The  condition  of  things  at  h'ort  Beaufort  seems  to  indicate  that  Municipalities 
should  not  lie  excluded  fi'om  the  laws  relating  lo  sc]ualiing  and  the  cxploitalion  thereby 
entailed. 

NATIVE  TOWNSHIPS. 

47.  The  cstal)lishnicn.t  of  Native  Townshi|is  will  bcrouie  more  and  more  a  necessity  a." 
I  he  class  of  Natives,  who  lose  touch  with  the  land  and  take  to  economic  pursuits  other 
than  farming,  increases.  Even  here  the  princi|)le  of  keejiing  the  Native  in  touch  with  the 
land  can  be  maintained.  Lots  of.  sav.  halt  a  inorgen  in  extent  shoidd  be  surveyed,  and 
titles  "-ranted  therefcu'.  Such  lots  miglil  be  sold  outrighl  al  an  U]isel  price,  or  else  on 
(|uiirent. 

48.  Attached  to  such  it  township  should  be  a  commonage,  on  which  the  proprietor  of 
each  lot  sh-iuld  have  the  right  to  depasture,  say,  up  to  five  head  of  cattle  or  a  few  small 
stock.  On  the  half-morgen  lot  a  house  could  stand  ;  a  portion  of  the  erf  might  be  used  for 
growin<'  mealies  and  other  vegetables.  In  some  central  locality  a  cattle  enclosure  for  the 
use  of  the  community.  Avith  dipping  tank  attached,  should  be  constructed. 

4!).  A  township  of  this  nature  should  be  situated  close  lo  a  railway.  It  should  be 
mantiged  bv  a  Eesidcut  Suiierintendent  or  officer  of  llic  Native  Affairs  ne])artment :  .such 
Superintendent  might  have  the  poweis  of  a  sjiecial  -Tustice  of  the  Peace,  and  thus  could  deal 
with  minor  infr.actions  of  the  law.  The  Wardsmen  in  such  a  township  shoidd  be  a 
special  force,  under  the  ccmtrol  of  the  Superintendent,  and  subject  also  to  the  Native  Affaij-s 
1)e|iai  Inicut.    and   should   haxc   pcdice   powers. 
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50.  Surh  :i  1(i\Mislii]i  wiiiild  lie  a  Lilidiir  Mi|i[ily  ceutre :  also  a  ])lace  when*  men  workiiifj 
al  llii'  iiiiiH's  111  (111  public  works  winiltl  estalilisli  their  families — a  place  to  which  siicli 
111011   wdiihi   return   linni  lime  to  time  l)eiw(>eii  spells  of  \\orlc. 

51.  From  such  a  lowiislii])  liquor  ouifjit  to  he  rif^idly  excluded — ^with  tlu^  exception  of 
KaHir  heer,  the  brewing  of  which,  in  limited  ijuautities,  should  be  permitted  under  proper 
restrictions,  as  at  the  New  Brighton  Location,  near  Port  Elizabeth,  where  in  spite  of  many 
adverse  conditions  a  measui'e  of  success  has  been   attained. 

52.  The  success  or  failm-e  of  such  a  townshi])  depends  entirely  upon  the  man  in  charge. 
Put  a  weak,  an  unsympathetic  or  an  iiicoiiipctciit  iiiaii  in  charge,  and  success  wx>uld  lie 
impo.ssible. 

53.  One  fact  in  connection  with  New  Hiightou  has  been  brought  to  your  Committee — 
on  a  farm  adjoining  it,  and  separated  only  hy  a  wire  fence,  run  some  •"3,000  sheep  unherde<l 
night  and  day.  No  European  resides  on  this  farm.  During  upwards  of  eight  years  there 
have  been  no  losses  of  stock. 

54.  It  is  of  great  impoitauce  that  all  Native  Townships,  as  well  as  all  large  town 
locations,  should  be  managed  by  the  Native  Affairs  IJepartment,  and  thus  a  uniform  system 
of  central  contr<il  be  securi;.!. 

55.  The,  great  dilticulty  in  this  relation  is  the  lack  of  economic  stability  in  all  com- 
jiaratively  new  countries.  For  instance,  a  mine  may  develop  and  get  into  full  swing.  In 
ils  vicinity  a  tdwn.sliip  will  then  sjiring  u|).  The  mine  may  he  worked  out,  or  "  fi-ozen 
out,"  and  the  township  llicii  left  "  in  the  air."  This  has  .ictually  happened  in  the  case  of 
Indwe. 

50.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  tiiis  Hill  piuports  to  bring  al)Out  a  final  settlement — 
that  in  future  the  Native,  in  s|iite  of  his  enormous  preponderance  in  niunbers,  can  expect 
no  more  land.  Segregation,  as  contem])lated  l)y  the  Bill,  is,  in  the  npinion  nf  your  Com- 
mittee, only  ])osViil<le  through  expropriation  on  an  extensive  scale. 

57.  Your  Coinmitlee,  except  in  a  few  miiKir  instances,  do  not  feel  dis|M)se<l  to  recom- 
mend the  classitication  of  any  areas  as  neutral.  As  has  been  elsewhere  staled,  the  inclusion 
of  any  Nativc-nwiicil  land,  except  very  .small  lots,  in  a  neutral  area,  means  the  inevitable 
transfer  of  such  land  tn  the  iMiropean — a  result  to  be  avoided  in  (lie  interests  of  the  State 
at  large. 

58.  Ydiir  Cnniniittee  considers  that  the  "  lobola  "  or  dowry  system  should  be  regulated 
more  or  less  as  in  Natal.  At  inesenl,  in  the  Transkeian  and  other  Native  Territories  in 
the  Cape  Province  tlicre  is  no  limit  to  the  amount  of  dowry  jiayable.  It  is  suggested  that 
a  maximum  be  fixed,  and  that  Magistrates  be  emjuiwered  to  reduce  such  inaximuin,  taking 
into  consideration  the  social  slalus  nf  the  parties  concerned.  The  limitatitin  of  "  hdiola  " 
has  an  impcrtanl  bearing  upon  the  limitation  of  stock  and  consequent  economiu  use  of 
conuiK  nage — a  (|uestioii  (.t  urgent  iiniMntance,  and  one  -which  will  soon  have  to  be  dealt 
with   bv  tlie  administration. 

59.  Your  Conimittee  would  also  point  out  that  there  are  many  coloured  landowners  in 
parts  of  the  Transkeian  Territories,  ehpecially  in  the  Nalanga  District,  who,  although 
classed   as  "Native"  for  admini>^trative  purposes,  are  "Non-Native"  in   terms  of  the   Hill. 

1)0.  We  take  this  opportunity  of  exjiressing  o\ir  gratitude  for  the  unifiirm  courtesy  an<l 
valuable  assistance  afforded  us  by  the  officials  in  the  various  districts  we  visited. 

111.  In  conclusi<m.  your  Conimittee  would  like  to  place  U])on  record  its  apju'eciation  ot 
the  ]iainstaking  ability"  evinced  by  the  Secretary,  Mr.  C.  S.  Bellaiis.  who  carried  out  a 
(lillicnK    task  with   c.mspicuous  suceess.

— AiUiitidiial  idom  im  iIh'  Niiiivcs  in  tiie  A'icldiia  East 
Distiict  is  aGsoliiti'ly  IlPC•es^aly,  but  tlip  area  lecdiinm-iHled  inr  expiiipriation  Vty  tlie  lleaiu- 
mont  Coininission  is  oerliiiiilj'  (dc  liig'lily  iiiiprnvod  In  justify  sucli  oxpropriation.  Tlu'  area 
wliicli  tliis  rdiiiiiiittee  reooinineiuls  does  not  contain  many  iniprovements,  but  its  avquisi- 
tidti   will  jirovp  an   inevtimablc  Ikmiu    to  the  overcr(i\v<lo(l   Ideations.

This  Comi'iitlce  has  recommended  an  addition  to  the  area 
defined  bv  the  Hcaumont  (!dmmissidn.  A  large  i)roporlidn  of  this  additional  area  is  already 
Native-owned  and  <(cu])ied.  The  Ci mnionage  of  ^latatiele  is  far  in  excess  of  the  needs 
of  the  town,   and   a   considerable  i>xt(-nt  is  f.irnied  out  by  the  ]Municij)ality. 

Aki'a  Xo.  (>•')  Morx'r  t'tUKiK.-  There  is  only  one  Native  area  in  tlic  District  of 
Blount  C'urrie,  namely,  Makoba  s  Location.  These  people  are  well-conducted  and  fairly 
contented.  '  It  was,  however,  considere<l  by  the  Committee  that,  for  the  sake  of  uniformity, 
these  people  might  be  removed  to  some  sile  in  rm/,imku1u.  The  resolution  was.  how- 
ever, passed  with  the  strict  jiroviso  that  sudi  new  site  was  to  be  adequate,  suitable,  and 
perscnallv  approved  as  such  by  the  Chief   Magistrate  of  the   Xative  Territories.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  a  considerable  part  of  this  district  is  already 
largely  occupied  by  .Xaiivc:  the  remainder,  which  is  in  the  hands  of  some  40  l'jUro])ean 
owners  is  more  suitalih'  for  .Xative  settlement,  and  woubl  entail  less  disturbance  of 
l''iiro])eans  than  in  any  cither  distiict  yoin-  Committee  visited.  Moreover,  the  price  of  land 
in  this  district  is  comparatively  low  Ii  is  for  these  reasons  that  your  Committee  strongly 
recommends  the  inclusion  of  (he  area  recommended  in  the  Schedule,  within  tlie  Xative 
area.  It  is  believed  thai  many  of  the  I'^uropean  landowners  in  this  and  other  Native  areas 
will  be  able  to  profitably  sulxlivide  their  farms  into  sections  for  the  ])ur])ose  of  selling  the 
same  to  Natives,   and   thus  to  meet   tiie  growing  demand  for  pro[)erties  nf   lliis  descri[ition
